SECURITY - R». Tbit report reflects on page 57 that from photostatic copie* 
of the 1944, 1945 An^I946 U. S, Income Tax Returns of PHILIP H. LEVY, it 
was ascertained tija'LF.VY claimed to have paid during 1944 and 1945 $655.00 
to Dr. HAROLD A ffiBRAMSON. This report also reflects that Confidential 
Informant | | advifced that Mr. and Mrs. LEVY both had series of appoint- 

ments with Dootor ABRAMSON, whose offices are at 133 East 58th Street, New 
York City. According to this report on December 15, 19 44. SA's Samuel 
0. Riley^ and Ralph H. Perry, observed Mrs. LEVi entering the office of 
Dr. ABRAMSON at 5:30 PM. She appeared to open the door to the office with 
a key although there were lights on in the office. 

Dr. ADOLPH A. LILIEN, 46 East 80th Street, New York City, advised that 
he has known the appointee for twenty years and that he and Dr. ABRAMSON had 
N mainttfaed the same office at 133 East 58th Street, New York City, for a number 
of years. He stated that Mr. and Mrs. PHILIP LEVY had been patients of Dr. ' 
ABRAMSON and that when Dr. ABRAMSON went into the United States Ariny he, 

(Dr* LILIEN) had taken care of hie patients > until the appointee returned 
from the Army, Ho stated that the a ppointee "is anti-Communist and he hates 

^ anything else ." According to Dr. LILIEN the appoint'el 

is 100% American ana is loyal to the United States Government# It is noted 
that the files of the New York Office refls ct no information on LILIEN. 

\ It is to be rioted that on the Appointee's Loyalty Form he states he 

served in the United States Army from 1942 to 1946. This fact is deemed 
significant., 

Since this inquiry did not develop any substantive information-indicating 
disloyalty on the part of the appointee, no further investigation will be~~ 
conducted in the absence of instructions to the contrary from the Bureau . gut 
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
